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i. Since October 1950 government officials in public meetings have emphasized to 
the Albanien people thet Yugoslevie, Ttaly end Greece are about to atteck 
Alhenie and that Albenia must firht to the lest men, According to en informant, 
government officiels are becoming very nervous and special security meesures 
are being put into effect, 
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During October 1950 the police were supplied with Soviet sub-machine guns. 

Previously, the police had gone ebout singly and unarmed, tut now they are 
eivave armed in groups of two or three. They ere setting up patrols and 
observetion posts near the villages in order to watch the movements of strangers. 
Families of Northern Epirots are also reported to have been arrested. 


3. About the middle of October 1959 three airplanes scettered handbills at night, 
beering the ‘signature" of ex-King Zope, in the aree of Gjinokester, Dhivri, 
Delvine and Sarande, Although the police tried to prevent their being read, 
the handbills reportedly had e tremendous effect upon the morale of the 
pepulation, 


A. An informant reported in mid-November 1950 that men amounting in numbers to the 
strength of one battalion are constructing trenches end concrete machine gun 
positions in the following locations: north of Lum i Ristrices; near Frailat; 
Hi31 556 (Rh, 420-845) (sic); near Koster; “al i Finiqut; Gjashte. as far as the 
hill overlooking the monestery at Sarende. A heavy gun was moved on 14 November 
1940 from Gjashte to the monastery at Sarande.
